By Desire To 


King’s Abdication Inspired 


Avoid Contest 


Strong Backing of Men High in Parliament Who Were 
Ready To Carry Battle to Empire 
Rejected by Edward. 


(History-making events that pre- ¥ 
ceded and followed Wallis Simp- 
son’s departure for France are de- 
scribed by Newbold Noyes in this 
the eighth of a series of articles 
authorized by ex-King Edward 
and Mrs. Simpson. Mr. Noyes, 
associate editor of the Washing- 
ton Star and a cousin of Mrs. 
Simpson, was in London at the 
time.)

I wonder if there was in all his- 
tory a more poignantly dramatic 
four hours than the morning epent 
by two persons at Fort Belvedere 
on December 3, 1936. In that in- 
terlude Edward VIII, King and Fm- 
peror, lifted a crown from his head 
and laid it at the feet of a woman 
he loved. In those four hours Wal!- 
lis Simpson ceased to be a potential 
queen but took a place in history 
that no other woman had ever oc 
cupied. 

Until one of those two speaks, no 
one can say precisely what occurred 
that morning. But consider the 
chronological sequence of known 
events and much becomes> clear. 

On the evening of Wednesday, De- 
cember 2, I dined at 16 Cumberland 
Terrace with Wallis’ aunt, Mrs. 
Bessie Merryman, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Rickettson-Hatt. Rickettson-Hatt 
is head of the London bureau of the 
Reuters News Agency and a genuine 
intimate of the ex-King and Mrs. 
Simpson. During the evening three 
of us, Mrs. Merryman, Rickettson- 
Hatt and myself, conversed with the 
King and Wallis. It developed from 
those conversations that the King, 
only that evening, had arranged tor 
his friend to have lunch or tea the 
next day with his mother, Queen 
Mary. 

Acted Quickly on Abdication. 

And yet by lunch time on Thurs- 
(lay preparations were already un- 
der way for Mrs. Simpson's “flight’’ 
to France. The social appointment 
which would have established the 
King’s friend “as acceptable to his 
royal mother had been cancelled. A 
momentous decision had been made. 
We know now what that <ecésion 
was. On Wednesday the King had 
conferred with Premier Stanley 
Baldwin. He had been told that 
legislation approving a morganatic 
marriage with Mrs. Simpson appear- 
ed impossible. 

“His Majesty said he was not sur- 
prised at that answer to him,” Bald- 
win told parliament later. “He took 
my answer without question and he 
never referred to it again. 

From what we know now it seems 
logical to deduce that the reason the 
King “never referred to it again,” 
was because he waited only a few 
hours after that conference to chart 
the course he was to take. 

On the surface it appeared that 
Baldwin's answer still left the pos- 
sibility that Edward might make 
Mrs. Simpson his queen if he could 
not make her his morganatic wife. 
But the events of Thursday morning 
indicate otherwise. 

If Edward VIII proposed to place 
his American friend beside him on 
the throne of England. Wallis Simp- 
son’s appointment with the Queen 
Mother would have been paramount. 
The accolade of Queen Mary, epi- 
tome of conservatism, would have 
done more than anything else to 
clear the way for a royal marriage. 

Mrs. Simpson Leaves. 

But the appointment was not 
kept. Instead Mrs. Merryman left 
Fort Belvedere at noon Thursday to 
direct the packing of Wallis’ lug- 
gage at 14; Cumberland Terrace. By 
mid-afternoon the bags had been 
packed and newspapermen watched 
them depart in one of the King’s 
ears. <A flood of rumors inundated 
London. 

The car with the luggage stopped 
at the fort only long enough to pick 
up a few more pieces and then head- 
ed for the port of New Haven. 
Sometime after the sun sank over 
the tall trees of Windsor Park, 
Wallis Simpson bade adieu to the 


. of the stairs. At a 


course of empire. What novelist 
wouldn't sell his soul for a glimpse 
into the mind of Wallis Simpson 
as she peered through the rear win- 
dow of a limousine and watched the 
lights of Fort Belvedere recede into 
an English mist? 
Chivalrous Action. 

Edward VIII, born to the purple 
and reared to reign, was left be- 
hind to relinquish his birthright 
for the opportunity to exercise a 
privilege undenied the humblest of 
his subjects. 

The man who was King knew he 
could demand another throw of the 
dice. He knew there was a Kings 
party willing and : nxious to fight 
for his right to marry a cummoner 
—even a twice-divorced American— 
and keep his throne. But he knew 
also that such a fight might tear 
the empire asunder and would un- 
questionably leave scars impossible 
to heal. 

It was a situation unparalleled 
outside of fiction, and it produced 
an atmosphere completely bizarre. 
Except for King Arthur and his 
Knights of the Round Table, 1 
doubt if England ever developed so 
chivalrous a group as one branch 
of the King’s party. 

With two friends, one American 
and one Engli::., 1 left 16 Cumber- 
land terrace at midnight a day or 
so after Wallis had gone to France 
but before the King had announced 
his decision. My friends were both 
ardently pro-King and they knew | 
shared their enthusiasm. They asked 
me if I wanted to attend a secret 
meeting of the Kings loyal- sup- 
porters and I assured them | would 


be delighted. 
Clandestined Meetings. 


We taxied to the side entrance of 
a large home in the heart of Lon- 
dons best residential district. In 
the hallway we were met by our 
host. a member of the _ house of 
lords. After a quick introduction 
we were led up a flight of stairs 
to an upper hall. A man was sta- 
tioned at a closed door at the head 
word from our 
hést he: opened ft ahd. permitted vs 
to enter. We passed through a sec- 
ond doorway into a private study. 

There, grouped around a fireplace, 
were a number of members of both 
houses of parliament as well as 
other less important but equally 
loyal friends of King Edward. Al- 
though the meeting was being con- 
ducted with typical British re- 
straint the air was electric with the 
submerged excitement of those in at- 
tendance. 

It is impossible, of course, to dis- 
close what transpired there. But I 
am sure J am violating no confi- 
dences when I say that every man 
present waS prepared to carry on 
with the King to any extreme. 

For a moment I was a Yankee 
in King Arthur's court. This was 
the twentieth century and count- 
less generations had come and gone

The average citizen of this country. is a young girl, pleasantly disposed, 


NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 
CHANGE-OF-HEART WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Secretary Mor- 


genthau’s shiny new gold brake bands were 
not devised in the treasury at all. They really represented a fundamen- 
tal change in the line of thought of President Roosevelt’s economic 
thinkers in the Federal Reserve Board. These idea men subtly switched 
their proposed method of handling the coming boom and selected the 
entirely innocent treasury secretary as their agent. 

It came about this way: 

The FRB group (meaning Chairman Marriner Eccles for the most 
part) had intended to increase reserve requirements in January. Their 
intention was so clearly hinted in their official announcements as to be 
an accepted fact. Certain New York banks were so sure of it that they 
had been getting their cash tills ready to meet the order. 

But the Eccles school suddenly decided that this was not the way 
to do it, at least not now. They wanted another method of putting on 
the brakes, and the weather-proof gold lining device was concocted for 
Mr. Morgenthau to announce. 


NOISE What upset the old plan was this inside reasoning: 

The Eccles boom-brakers have already used 50 per cent of 
their power to increase reserve requirements. That is, they have told 
the banks to keep $.,500,000,000 more in reserve than was required 
formerly, thus preventing the banks from lending this money out in case 
someone wants to borrow it in the future boom. No one wants to now. 

Under the law they can hike these reserve requirements $1,500,000,- 
000 more. But after that they are through. 

Eccles’ excess reserve position was somewhat like that of the lad at 
the circus with one of those inflated crying balloons, which wail as the 
air is emitted. His wail against a boom was already half-deflated. If 
he used up the other half now, he would have to buy’a whistle to control 
the credit traffic jam which is believed to be coming. 

He wisely bought the whistle ahead of time, while he still had half 
the air left in his balloon, and thus he is sure not to run out of influence 
noise. 

There was another equally important consideration. The pressure for 
further action against reserves seems to be coming mainly from the 
large banks. They are in a position to meet it, they have arge cash 
reserves. The little fellows are not in such a good position. Another 
increase would pinch most of them. Of course, the big banks would 
not weep about that, and, furthermore, the big banks would like to have 
Governor Eccles exhaust his whistle now and get it over with. They 
do not like the idea of Eccles being able to slip up behind them any 
time he chooses to call them to a stop. 

Note—This does not mean the prospect of another boost in reserve 
requirements is entirely out. It may come later, and in small doses, 
but much later than the banks have been expecting, and in much smaller

REAPING THE WHIRLWIND 

The serious internal crisis faced 
by Germany as a result of a pro- 
spective bread shortage by spring 
emphasizes that nations, like men, 
must expect to reap what they sew. 

The new and unstable national 
economic structure built by the 
Nazis is little more than a house 
of cards liable to collapse before 
any ill-wind of business pressure 
that may arise. Based almost en- 
tirely on internal trade and with an 
embargo put on the export of gold, 
the foundation of foreign trade, nec- 
essary for any nation’s sound eco- 
nomic structure, is lacking. 

Germany cannot produce as much 
grain as it needs to feed itself and 
she cannot send vast sums of 
money to the United States, Canada 
and the Argentine to buy wheat 
without causing an economic col- 
lapse which would destroy both in- 
dustry and trade. 

Much of the synthetic prosperity 
the Nazis have created in Germany 
is due to the putting of millions of 
the idle to work in the war indus- 
try, a solution that only temporarily 
solves the problem of jobs for the 
unemployed. 

Faced with the shortage of agri- 
cultural products and raw materi- 
als, Hitler and the German imperial- 
ists are voicing the new demand for 
the return of the colonies lost as 
a result of the World War. They 
will find little sympathetic response 
to such a plea.

One word in a legal decision at 
Strasburg caused the name of Jo- 
hannes Gutenberg to go down into 
history as inventor of printing with 
movable type, which he wasn’t.

ury's new “balance wheel” program 
for curbing credit inflation may in- 
volve $1,000,000,000 of borrowing next 
year. 


Gold is flowing into the country at 
the rate of about a billion dollars an- 
nually. If this continued in 1937. 
officials said today, the treasury would 
take a billioh dollars out of the money 
market. 


This would be done to offset ef- 
fects of the gold influx on domestic 
credit. The borrowing would have no 
effect on regular government finances. 
It would be accomplished through the 
sale of treasury bills, on which inter- 
est might total around $1,000,000 an- 
nually. 

The new program, announced Iast 
night by Secretary Morgenthau and 
(Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, of the 
Federal Reserve Board. is designed to 
eliminate the present threat of credit 
inflation, arising from gold imports. 

Two Billion Excess. 

Launching the government on a new 
course of credit control. the program 
aims to make automatic adjustments 
in the supply of lendable funds to 
prevent foreign capital from bolster- 
ing them to the “danger point.” 

The nation’s credit reservoir is the 
sum of idle funds which banks hold 
over and above those required as re- 
serves behind deposits. These “ex- 
cess reserves” now aggregating §$2.- 
050.000,000. Thev are expected to rise 
about $3.000,000.000 when money 
now in circulation flows back to the 
banks after the holiday season. 

Because reserves are far in excess 
of the credit needs of business, the ad- 
ministration has been concerned lest 
or idle money might go into specula- 
ion.

SAFETY DIRECTOR POST 
IS ASSEMBLY MATTER 
HARTSHELD ASSERTS 


Mayor-Elect Discusses City 
Affairs and Finances With 
Grand Jurors. 


Creation of the office of public 
safety director for Atlanta by act of 
the legislature will be the only ef- 
fective way in which the office can 
be established, if and when the city 
sees fit to instal! such an officer, 
Mayor-elect Hartsfield is understood 
to have told the Fulton grand jury 
in special session yesterday after- 
noon. 

If the public safety director posi- 
tion is established by ordinance of 
city council, the office will be subject 


to just as much politics as those of 
police and fire chiefs today, Harts- 
field is reported to have said. The 
mayor-elect said if the office is creat- 
ed the logical procedure would be to 
have the legislature pass an amend- 
ment to the city’s charter providing 
for the new officer. 

Hartsfield is understood to have re- 
fused to comment as to how he stood 
on the creation of the new office. 

Discussing the city financial gitua- 
tion, he told the special committee 
of the grand jury the city ig in the 
worst financial shape in its history 
and, without additional revenues from 
some source not yet apparent, the city 
would be unable to continue relief 
work after January. A moral obliga- 
tion of the mayor-elect and new coun- 
cil binds them to provide $25,000 for 
relief in Fulton county during Jan- 
uary. 

In most cities hospitalization is 
financed on an equal basis by the city 
and county governments, he is said 
to have told the jurors. It was point- 
ed out that if this were done in At- 
lanta the financial strain of the city 
would be lessened to a marked degree. 

Men of high character, strong phy- 
sical condition and good education 
were urged for the police force by the 
mayor-elect when jurors questioned 
him as to how to improve the local 
police force. He also suggested strict- 
er requirement for election to the force 
and for re-election after suspension. 

High officials of the police force 
are understood to have been discuss- 
ed but no reference was made to the 
fire chief. 

Rules governing traffic. to be made 
by a special central officer rather 
than the council, were also discussed 
in a general manner. 

Mayor-elect Hartsfield made no def- 
inite committments to the grand jury 
as to where he stood on the police 
question or on the installation of a 
director of public safety.

in the shadow of London Tower 
since knighthood’s flower was sup- 
posed to have withered and died. 
But as I listened to the eager words 
of these loyal English, I could not 
help but vision a field of honor with 
plumed horsemen in armor strain- 
ing to shatter a lance with any foe 
in defense of the King. 

After. nearly two hours of unani- 
mous agreement that nothing could 

worse than abdication, the mem- 
bers of this conclave asked those 
of us who were in communication 
with the King to convey their as- 
surances of fealty whatever road he 
might choose to travel. 

Afraid of Victory. 

Names of a possible new cabinet 
had been canvassed, and the plat- 
form on which sych candidates 
might appeal to the country in a 
general election defined, Because 
of the commitments I made before 
entering the meeting, I cannot re- 
veal these proposals. 

The situation implied by this 
meeting was precisely what Edward 
wanted to avoid. If he allowed his 
supporters to carry the issue to the 
people, he might well have won the 
right to marry the woman he loved, 
without giving up his throne. But 
this, he felt, would have precipi- 
tated a crisis beside which the 
flurry over his possible abdication 
paled into insignificance. 

He knew the forces arrayed 
against him—the hierarchy of the 
Church of England, the government 
of Stanley Baldwin and all the ele- 
ment of ultra-conservatism voiced 
in a powerful section of the British 
press. He knew his own strength 
—the poor that he had befriended, 
the soldiers who had fought beside 
him, the common people of England 
to whom the idea of a commoner 
queen was imminently appealing. 

He was not afraid of defeat but 
of victory. A firm believer in a 
constitutional monarchy. he felt that 
popular acclaim might lift the crown 
to a height both unwise and unsafe 
for the empire. 

And so, in those four hours at 
Fort Belvedere, he stood in his 
Gethesemane with Wally Simpson. 
Those who may condemn his choice 
must at least realize it was made 
in all sincerity, in all honor and 
as he saw it in the best interests of 
his people.

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STEEL PRODUCTION | 
RISE SEEN IN 1937 


Increased Purchasing Power 
Expected To Aid Ad- 


vance. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 22.—(?)— 
Steel circles predicted today produc- 
tion in 1937 may exceed 1936 by as 
much as 15 per cent, barring unfavor- 
able price conditions and labor con- 
troversies. 

The forecast was based in part 
upon the following factors: 

Increased public purchasing power, 
undiminished requirements of the auto- 
mobile industry, continuation of the 
upward trend in the durable goods 
field, railroad demands for new equip- 
ment and replacements and renewed 
activity in the gas an oil industries. 

A. J. Hain, managing editor of the 
magazine Steel. said “steelworks are 
going into the pew year operating at 
about 80 per cent and it will not be 
surprising if they reach practical ca- 
pacity early in 1937.” 

“Long pent-up demand,” he added, 
“is being released in a flood, sweep- 
ing aside the usual seasonal influ- 
ences. 

Hain disclosed more steel was made 
in the last three months of 1936 
than in the comparable period of 
1929. 

“A scarcity of steel appears to be 
world-wide,” he continued. “For in- 
stance, Great Britain is setting new 
production records and buying more 
stee] from other countries than it has 
in a decade.” 

T. M. Girdler, chairman and presi- 
dent of the Republic Steel Corpora- 
tion, said “within the next year or 
two we will see a vastly increased 
demand for steel in residential con- 
struction.” 

Girdler pointed out that in recent 
years “the buying power of the dollar 
for some important steel products pur- 
chased directly by the farmer has in- 
creased by ag much as 60 per cent.”

NEW “YORE, Dec. 29—(UP)— 
The price of copper rose to new highs 
for six years today—mainly reflecting 
tremendous demand from armament 
makers abroad—and brought buying 
into metal shares on the Stock Ex- 
change to create a general rally. 

The movement could not be taken 
as indicative that the year-end irreg- 
ularity had been ended, inasi_uch as it 
was based on development affecting 
only one industry, but many traders 
had anticipated some switch from the 
market’s nervousness. Closing gaius 
ranged to more than 2 points, but 
trading volume slipped back to 1,670,- 
000 shares. 

The copper development was not un- 
expected. Export prices have been ad- 
— steadily, surpassing the price 
paid for domestic copper. Major 
dealers, therefore, jumped the domes- 
tic price to 115-8 cents (11.625) and 
the foreign price advanced immediate- 
ly to 11.60 cents. 

Tremendous demand was reported 
in the domestic market prior to the 
price rise. 

The price advance is a boon to an 
industry hard hit by the recent depres- 
sion. Advances have resulted in re 
opening of new copper mines. One 
company yesterday announcing plans 
to reopen mines closed since 1930. 

European armament makers are 
chief buyers now of copper, although 
improving business also is bringing 
copper demand. Increased armament 
operations in Europe also are indi- 
cated in decrease in unemployment 
figures. A Loddon candy maker re- 
cently advertised for 500 employes, 
guaranteeing a full year’s work. In 
two weeks he obtained but 35 workers. 

Meanwhile, other situations did not 
give any market guidances. Labor 
disturbances continued. to threaten 
automobile production and fears were 
expressed some operations must be 
curtailed. 

The American metal market today 
warned that labor troubles which will 
create a shortage of parts used by the 
automobile industry, menaces the de- 
man for steel from motor car com- 
panies. General demand for steel, 
the Review said, continues good. . 

Building statistics showed well. F. 
W. Dodge Corporation reporting pri- 
vate awards in 11 months were 60 per 
cent ahead of 1935.

“The first Christmas card ever pub- 
lished was issued by me in the year 
1846. Mr. Henry Cole (afterward Sir 
Henry) originated the idea. The draw- 
ing was made by J. C. Horsley. The 
card was printed in lithography, and 
colored by hand. Many copies were 
sold but possibly not more than 1,000. @ 
It was the usual size of a lady’s | 
card.” 

The idea did not win very wide 
success during the first few years, 
Some persons used cards at Christmas 
time, but not the English people in 
general. Within 20 years, however, the 
custom spread over the country. Cards 
of larger size were printed with the @ 
words, “Merry Christmas and Happy @ 
New Year,” and some were decorated @ 
with pictures of English robing or 
hol!y, or with holy pictures. One old | 
record tells us that a charge of six- | 
pence (about 12 cents) was made for 
each card. : 

As time passed, the Christmas card | 
was used in other countries, and pice #- 
tures of many kinds were placed on 
the cards, including Santa Claus, the 
Christmas tree, even Little Red Rid- 
ing Hood. Toward the close of the past 
century, the cards were being issued 
“by the millions,” and it was plain 
that the custom had come to stay.

THE REVERSE. 

After a game forcing bid, the re- 
verse by the opening hand does not 
necessarily show any greater strength 
than if the reverse had occurred at 
5° level of one. Example:

(Obviously, over a one heart re- 
sponse the opening bidder would have 
reversed at one spade.) 

What may the partner logically in- 
fer from the different uses of the re- 
verse? 

When the opener has rebid in a 
suit higher ranking than his first bid, 
partner may expect greater strength 
than a minimum, and he also may 
rely on the count of Jength given by 
the bidding. Opener's first bid suit is 
longer than his second; probably five 
and four; possibily six and five. In 
other words, the choice of first bids 
nas been normal because the strength 
of the hand did not make ;-ecessary a 
modification of the principle of length. 

But when the reverse has come at 
the one level, no such precise count 
of length should be drawn. QOpener's 
first bid suit may be longer than his 
second, but the suits may be of equal 
length. the strength of opener’s 
hand was insufficient to warrant bid- 
cing in normal order.

EXERCISE MOVES BULGES. 

Some of you need to reduce in spots 
without losing weight. Obviously, if 
your weight is normal, you shouldn't 
diet. You can pare three inches off 
your hips and nip your waistline in an 
inch without skipping a calorie. Diet- 
ing is no cure for normal weight awk. 
wardly distributed. In fact, it makes a 
bad figure worse. 

To keep your weight at normal with 
increased exercise, you may even need 
to take more calories. That depends, 
of course, on the amount of exercise 
required to regodel your figure. 

There wt no lapses from your 
daily exercise program, however, if 
you are to make any appreciable im 
provement in your figure. Here are 
a few extremely effective but simple 
exercises which will be easy to fo:- 
low.

Position: Flat on floor on back,

Position: Standing, with the left 
-hand braced on chair at the ‘side. 

_Movement: Swing the right leg in a 
vigorous forward kick, at the same 
time flinging the right arm backward. 
Now, bending the body at the waist, 
swing leg backward until the right leg 
is straight out behind, with arm flung 
out in front. Outstretched ieg, body 
and arm should form a straight line. 
Repeat 20 counts on each side—and 
put some snap into it! 

The following exercises strengthen 
the thighs to beautiful line: 

Position: Standing on toes. knees 
straight, hand resting on table for 
support. 

Movement: Rising on toes of one 
foot, raise other leg sideward as high 
as possible. Perform this exercise 
slowly and deliberately with tha 
muscles tensed.

VALENCIA, Spain, Dec. 22.—
